Calif., 
was found zuilty Sunday of premeditated m urder, but 
the "ight-man court voted to reconsider its verdict 
when ¡t found out the rnurd« r conviction carried a 
m andatory life sentence. 
On Monday the court convicted Duffy of twro lesser 
counts: involuntary manslaughter and conspiracy to 
commit m anslaughter. 
The court called for payment of the fine in install­ 
ments of $299 a month. 
Dultv could have drawn a maximum of six years 
on the m anslaughter c h a r/< s—-three v< irs on each 
count. Higher authorities in Vietnam and Washington 
will now review the verdict and the sentence and 
could reduce them.
